So, no, I don't 
know how many trees it takes to make a Big Mac box or how many cows are crumpled 
together to make a shake. But when my daughter says I want ice cream, should I scream 
at her, "murderer! 1 ? Or should I get her a fucking me cone? It's all pretty stupid ain't 

it?! 


I'm not going to go into great length on this, but every person in this world 
should spend at least one week in prison. You would change your views on all these so 
called innocent or railroaded men. When I was locked up I felt like the only guilty one 
there. All these mother fuckers running around like savages going, "I'm being brought 
down by the man" or a favorite of mine, "the judge was white". Political prisoner my ass, 
this ain't fucking Cuba. Everyone in the U.S. has a chance to make a decision. Don't give 
me any of this "Ghetto Syndrome" or "my uncle fucked me in the ass so now I have to 
steal your wallet". People are in prison for a reason. Yes, the world is fucked. And, 
yes, the system is fucked. And, yes, your life may be fucked. But you have a choice. So 
hear me all you little rich, white, pot smoking, tree hugging, driving Daddy's Explorer 
around peace punks....let mother fucking criminals be criminals. If you have a personal 
friend in prison, fine, support them but let all these others serve their time. 

Let's talk about Mumia Abu Jamal a little. First of all, for the full story go to 
the, "Justice for police officer Daniel Faulkner" website. And if after reading the facts of 
this case you don't realize that he is guilty beyond any reasonable doubt, you need to be 
thrown in there with him. All these people that are defending him have believed the lies 





for so long they don't know any better. On December 9th, 1981, Police Officer Daniel 
Faulkner was doing a traffic stop on William Cook (Wesley "Mumia" Cook's younger 
brother) when William attacked Officer Faulkner.

Ever since I was twelve and started going to shows at Fenders in Long 
Beach and the Olympic Auditorium in L.A. If you went to a show in 
the mid-eighties at the Olympic give yourself ten points. I always 
was in the pit going fucking crazy. I've seen pits with four hundred 
people (Slayer) to pits with just me trying to get shit started. I 
was five-five and loving every minute of it. I remember being fourteen 
or so and getting up on my buddies shoulders to bands like Fear, Circle 
Jerks, and a million local bands I can't remember. I've seen pits 
where it was a big love fest and I've seen pits that were nothing but 
ultra violence and nonstop ass kickings. My own personal stance on 
this is: Pits should be someplace where you can get your aggressions 
out and if someone gets a black eye or a busted lip, then you had a 
good time. But when there are people intentionally trying to hurt 
other people or if its twenty on one, I don't like it. When I was 
involved with a local white boy gang, group, whatever in the late eighty's 
early ninety's we used to jump mother fuckers all the time and I enjoyed 
it then but now I would rather fuck up all those pussies who stand 
thirty feet outside the pit sipping their imported beer or some pink 
drink. I never understood these people. How could they go to a show 
and not pit! Fuck that! Back in the day I would always jack these 
people for their doc's or leathers or whatever. Now I just tell them 
what fags they are. Some pits that stand out are Slayer (I got thrown 
through a plate glass window at the Hollywood Paladium for spitting in 
a bouncer’s face) Fear, Pantera (in ninety-three) and lately the Boston 
Hardcore/Skin shows have been pretty good. 

So be aggressive in the pit, but save the fighting and fucking people 
for the pansy ass, baggy pant wearing queenies that are scared to pit! 
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Country Music 


I already know what you're thinking but just listen to me. Country 
was kick ass until about nineteen eighty. Hank Williams Jr. and other 
outlaws such as Johnny Cash and Waylon Jennings are the only ones who 
kept country alive. Now don't get me wrong country now fucking pretty 
much sucks. The only people doing real country are bands such as Mojo 
Nixon and hell, even Mike Ness (Social Distortion) has come out with 
a country cd. I guess I can listen to some bands like Travis Tritt, 
Dwight Yoakum and the Dixie cunts, but fuck all these pop acts like 
Shania Twain, Tim McGraw, Brooks and Dunn, Leann Rimes, and Kevin Sharp.

The 
good ole days are over. I'm not talking about Kenny Loggins or Dolly 
Parton, but Hank Goddamn Williams Goddamn Jr.! Anybody who doesn't 
listen to Hank has no idea what they are missing! Hank Jr. tells it 
like it is. No bullshit involved. The following is a brief history 

on the King of country music, Hank Williams Jr. 


Hank was born in Shreveport, LA in nineteen forty- 
nine to the legend Hank Williams Sr. and his mother, 
Audrey. In four years Hank Sr. died while on the 
road. When Hank Jr. was eight years old his mother 
pushed him in the spotlight, singing his father's 
songs. By the time he was eleven, he was singing 
on the Grand Ole Opry. He sang his father's songs 
(great songs in their own right) but Hank wanted to 
do somewhat of his own thing. He released some records 
that did well, but he wanted to completely change 
his whole attitude. By eighteen, Hank had already 
began using drugs and alcohol. This lead to a failed 
suicide attempt in nineteen seventy-four. Hank moved 
to Alabama that same year and recorded what would 
set off a string of the most kick ass country records 
ever. Just as his career was coming about. Hank fell 
four hundred and forty-two feet off a mountain in 
Montana. This left him with a split skull and a crushed 
face, which required extensive surgery. When he came 
back in nineteen seventy-seven he joined up with the 
outlaw country movement and released, "The New South". 
For the rest of the seventy's and eighty's Hank Jr. 

came out with a string of twenty-nine top ten hits 
that ran into nineteen eighty-eight. During this 
time Hank had a reputation for being as rowdy and 
controversial as they came. He was always drunk, 
shooting up his house, passing out on stage and 
sleeping with every southern belle he could. 


His songs consist of talking shit about disco/ 
fags, and Jap cars. His wild music and always 
ready to party attitude has kicked my ass for 
years. I almost can't describe how good his 
songs really are. If you have read this far 
into this article then you must have at least 
some interest in Hank. So send me a blank tape 
and I'll record you my own Hank Jr. Greatest 
hits. Some of his best songs are not his most 
popular. 

Well, of course this new breed of country came 
along and closed the door on Rocephus. But 
go to a Hank Jr. show in Alabama and you will 

never fucking forget. Hail the Southern Rebel/Whiskey 
Bent and Hell Bound Country King, Hank Williams 
Jr. !

Cam: What have I been listening to? DEATH FUCKING METAL, Ha 
Ha, seriously though, pretty much all I listen to is death metal, some 
black metal and grind, I cannot stand fucking rap or alternative or 
any of that fucking MTV sheep bullshit. Bands that I listen to? 
Fuckin Vader, Cryptopsy, Diabolic, Morbid Angel, Krisiun, 
Angelcorpse, many others. 



Hunter: So how come you guys haven't Jumped on the black metal 
bandwagon? I know you worship Cradle of Filth. 

Cam: Like I said, I like some black metal. Marduk, Inbattle, Emperor, 
(I know "elite" people don't consider them black metal but I don't 
really give a fuck) you know, anything fast and good. As far as black 
metal influence, hell no you'll never see us wearing corpsepaint or 
singing about elves or any shit like that, but musically there is some 
cool shit going on. I mean Angelcorpse is a brutal fucking death 
band, and they have some BM shit going on in some songs. If its 
good, its good, you know? 

Hunter: How about Rap Music? How bad does it really suck? 

Cam: Fuck rap. I know some rap supposedly carries positive 
messages and shit but the whole fucking idea you know, for one 
thing I hate the influence of rap on other styles of music. Korn has 
TOTALLY bastardized the music industry. Fuck that shit. I mean 
everyone is free to listen to what they want, and I can see how rap is 
important, culturally, to certain people. But I'll never listen to it. 
One thing though, any rap band or whatever that actually plays their 
own instruments, I'll give respect because I respect any dedicated 
musician. 

Hunter: Do you get a lot of brothers coming to the show to give 
props to Spinecast? 

Cam: We've never had any black people come to shows, maybe like 5 
in all out of every show we've ever played together. I mean I guess 
for the same reason that you or I don't go to rap shows. But you 
know, any black dude that likes death metal is probably cool. Aantar, 
the drummer for Diabolic, is black and he blows away a lot of white 
dirummers. 


Hunter: So whats up with the girlfriend scene? 


Cam: Well, Zac and Garth have bitches, I mean ho's, I mean 
girlfriends, and me and Lance are like philanderers, you know? 


Hunter: I know you guys had a short MM a few months ago. Have 
you gotten a good response dor demo's or shirts? 








Cam: Yeah, the ad in Metal Maniac helped a lot. I’d say probably 50 
people wrote us because of that. Metal Maniac covers a lot off dumb 
shit, but I give them respect for putting pics and shit off unsigned 
lag pics and shit of unsigned bands in there. I'd say we've moved 600 
ands in there. I'd say we've moved 600 demos, and we got rid off all 
the shirts we had, which was several dozen I think. Shirts move 
fucking fast, I have discovered. Hail to anyone that has brought 
anything from us. You keep the underground alive.<-(Hunter) 

Hunter: Maybe iff your name was Spine Manson you would get rich? 

Cam: Fuck Fagilyn Manson. I hate that faggot. He too, has totally 
fucked up music. I just want to kill when I hear people call Marilyn 
Manson death metal. He has no fucking talent. That's all I have to 
say about that. 

Hunter: So what do you think of those kids who shot all those people 
in Denver? Society, in general? 

Cam: Man, that situation was fucked up as hell, for sure. For one 
thing, I totally see why the kids did it. I mean they got picked on 
everyday, called "faggot" and shit like that. One day, motherfuckers 
will snap. The goddamn preps and G's and shit that picked on them 
everyday got picked right the fuck back on for sure. I mean I'm not 
saying it's right anyone died but the country is getting the wrong 
message out of this. Instead off worring about the kids listening to 
metal or dressing in black or reading about Hitler, people should be 
thinking about how this is a statement against the cruelty that a lot 
off teenagers go through everyday. Like I said, it's a shame that 
anyone had to die, esp. innocent people, but maybe people will get 
something out off it and it won't happen again in the future. That 
shit about the kids having bomb making materials in their houses ans 
shit, I mean that kind of is the responsibility of the parents, esp. if it 
was out in the open. That's one thing that is fucked up about this 
country is the people not taking care of their goddamn kids. Not to 
blame the Colorado parents specifically, but I hate when you're in a 
goddamn store and there is some little fucking maggot running 
around screaming and shit, and the parent doesn't do shit about it. 
Fuck that shit. People need to start taking fesponsibilty for shit. 

Fuck crack parents who have kid after kid only to feed their crack 
habit with OUR goddamn money. These motherfuckers should be 
publically castrated. 



Hunter: Well, that is it for now. Anything else you want to add? 

Cam: Yeah Hunter, thanks a lot for the interview. Everyone look out 
for our debut cd in early summer. Hail and kill. 
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There are already plenty of laws to 
stop tragedies like the Columbine High 
School shooting, assuming of course 
that laws are the answer.

Prof. J.D. Crouch of Southern Methodist University and a law 
enforcement officer in Missouri, recently observed that the two 
young murderers who killed 12 students and a teacher in Little¬ 
ton, Colo., violated at least 20 laws. 

Crouch listed them as follows: 

1. Possession of a “destructive device (i.e., bomb). (Multiple 
counts.) Each violation is punishable by 10 years in prison and a 
$10,000 fine. 

2. Manufacturing a “destructive device” (i.e., bomb). (Multiple 
counts.) Each violation is punishable by 10 years in prison and a 
$10,000 fine. 

3. Use of an explosive or incendiary device in the commission 
of a felony. A class 2 felony. 

4. Setting a device designed to cause an explosion upon being 
triggered. Violation of Colorado law. 

5. Use of a firearm or “destructive device” (i.e., bomb) to com¬ 
mit a murder that is prosecutable in a federal court. Punishable 
by death or up to life in prison. 

6. Possession of a firearm or “destructive device” (i.e., bomb) in 
furtherance of a crime of violence that is prosecutable in a fed¬ 
eral court. Penalty is 10 years if a firearm; 30 years if a “destruc¬ 
tive device” (i.e., bomb). 

7. Brandishing a firearm or “destructive device” (i.e. bomb) in 
furtherance of a crime of violence that may be prosecuted in a 
federal court. Penalty is 15 years if a firearm; 30 years if a 
“destructive device” (bomb etc.). 

8. Discharging a firearm or “destructive device” (i.e., bomb) in 
furtherance of a crime of violence that may be prosecuted in a 
federal court. Penalty is 20 years if a firearm; 30 years if a 
destructive device” (bomb etc.). 

9. Conspiracy to commit a crime of violence prosecutable in 
federal court. Penalty is 20 years if the weapon is a firearm; life 
imprisonment if the weapon is a bomb. 

10. Possession of a short-barreled shotgun or rifle. A violation 
is punishable by 10 years in prison and a $10,000 fine. 

11. Manufacturing a “sawed-off" shotgun or “sawed-off" rifle. 
Each violation is punishable by 10 years in 
prison or $10,000 fine. 

12. Possession of a handgun or hand- 
gun ammunition by a person under age 
18. A violation is punishable by one year 
in prison. 

13. Providing a handgun or handgun 
ammunition to a person under age 18. 

Penalty of one year, unless the provider 
knew the gun would be used in a crime 
of violence, in which case the penalty is 
10 years. 

14. Age restrictions on purchasing 
firearms. Licensed dealers may sell 
dfles_and_shotguns only to persons age

18 or over and handguns to persons age 21 or over. 

15. Possession of a firearm on school property. Five-year 
penalty. Colorado also prohibits a gun on school property. 

16. Discharge of a firearm on school property, with a reckless 
disregard for another’s safety. Five-year penalty. 

17. Possession, interstate transportation, sale etc. of a stolen 
firearm. A violation is punishable by 10 years. 

18. Intentionally aiming a firearm at another person. Viola- 
tdon of Colorado law. 

19. Displaying a firearm in a public place in a manner calcu¬ 
lated to alarm, or discharging a firearm in a public place except 
on a lawful target practice or hunting place. Violation of Col- 
orado law.

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I could never imagine thaTone of my children would dare to mark 
themselves in the blues and reds of indelible ink. As an artist I 
could step back and look at the art of tattoo, for others but not for 
my family. As women interested in other cultures I could admire 
and wonder of the marks that were customary to tribes in the far 
reaches of our world. The ritual markings that would distinguish 
each member. The marks that would represent there place in there 
world. However, here in my life was fashion after a middle class 
genteel express and tattoos had no place in that structure. 

When my son came home sporting his first tattoo, I was appalled. I 
made my feelings clear and dismissed any further thought that this 
would become an addiction that would take over and consume not 
on y is body but also the bodies of my other three children. That 
he would travel in a world I knew nothing about. In addition I 
questioned myself daily on how I could fail so dismally as a parent 
could. I consoled myself with thoughts that perhaps this was an 
inflation into a culture that had lost sight of rituals that allowed 
young people to enter into the world of adulthood. However one 
tattoo led to another and my heart sunk with each one. Eventually 








they came to represent issues and rights of passage for my son. His 
need to color and decorate himself somehow seemed to be more 
then a lack of respect for his parents and there religious 
background. I felt unheard and unseen, thrown by my children into 
a world of dis-ownment regarding their parent's values. I know it 
was not with the intent to hurt us - neverless it did hurt us and 
confuse us as parents and as people. 

When my daughter came home covered up and hiding her new 
marks I knew that my other two children would follow. The 
domino effect was in place, the culture had tom into the very fabric 
of my family and the individuals that were emerging would 
become only one of many of the young adults who would seek out 
and find themselves drawn to the tattoo parlors that began to dot 
the cities and towns, we all live in. I could not help but to wonder 
what this all meant, children branding themselves in an effort to be 
seen, speaking in voices that were visible icons on bodies that were 
once clear. Every place I go I see them, children from homes not 
unlike ours, where traditional values had grown old and the need to 
make statements had become to great to pass by. 

Remember the sailors in every port, who was the bravest of them 
all, would mark themselves, medals unwon, in wars that created 
too much loss. The kids I see today, are wearing the medals of 
unwon wars, with baby boomer parents who were sowing there 
own seeds in a world that was moving to fast for children. 

Women's liberation, travel, families moving away from home 
towns, electronics, violent themes in the media and mothers and 
fathers experimenting with an assortment of mind alternating 
substances. A whole generation of children that grew into body 
piercing, body marking and running away. Sporting medals of 
survival in an all to complex world. Our children whether 
traditionally brought up, or coming out of the hippie homes of free 
thought, are now colored walking stories of a time in a world that 
is yet to be reconciled with. 


I wish my children were, scholars, home down kids, with values 
that spoke of rituals and respect, but they are products of this time, 
warriors in a time not yet translated into understanding. I love them 
and feel compassion for them, yet I feel this is just beyond me. I 
take myself to the city, to the places where young people hang out, 
to the alternative spaces, just so I can see others and know that they 
have mothers who feel as I do, a little lost in this time, alittle mis 
understood in this new world alittle bit less innocent when it comes 
to raising kids who eventually went on to become there own 
unique selves in there own unique time.

Intro 


The importance of security in underground struggles cannot possibly 
be emphasized enough. However, on occasion, accidents do happen, 
mistakes are made, evidence is left behind, and then the Man is on your 
ass. Knowledge of how to deal with the authorities is crucial for 
underground activists. 

However, it’s not just those engaging in illegal activities that are at 
risk. All activists face the possibility of being harassed by the police or the 
FBI, especially if their ideas or tactics are considered threatening by the 
state. For this reason, we are printing some tips on how to deal with 
federal agents and the police. 

It is important to recognize that the U.S. Government is set up in such 
a way so as to give the impression of democracy. The acceptance of 
this false image by the public is necessary for the survival of the state, 
and so citizens are granted certain “rights” to proliferate the belief that 
we live in a democratic society. These rights are often suspended when 
the state is dealing with left-wing activists, as was the case of AIM and 
the Black Panther Party. In recent years, animal rights activists have 
frequently had their so-called rights violated in the course of 
investigations. 

Nevertheless, it is important that we understand what our rights are 
so we can act appropriately if and when we are approached by federal 
agents or local police officers. The violation of our rights by the state 
under these circumstances also helps to reveal the undemocratic, 
authoritarian nature of the United States Government. 


Choosing Your friends Wisely 

We need to stress the importance of choosing your 
rriends” wisely. As we have seen, even cell members can 
urn into informers when the chips are down, the pressure is 
jp, and fear has taken over their reasoning. So education 
on how to better chose your “friends” should also be done. 

For example: 

* Don't pick people who are involved in other criminal 
activity, especially if it is violent in nature. When these 
people are caught for unrelated activity, they will (and 
have) snitched on their cell-mates to avoid their other 
charges. 

* Don't pick people who are not committed to the cause. 
When the stakes are high - as it is with any illegal Direct 
Action - trust your gut. If you are uncomfortable with any 
potential cell member - don’t work with them. PERIOD. 

* Don’t have other trusted friends “vouch” for others. You 
should have first hand experience working with ever cell 
member, before doing or even approaching the subject of 
illegal Direct Action with them. Oftentimes friends are 
blinded to their friends quarks which might point to the 
fact that s/he is just plain not suited for this activity. 

* Try to imagine other potential cell mates - and yourself * 
after they are caught and are being interrogated - how 
would they respond? Would the fear cuase them to 
break? Could they handle the pressure of jail time or their 
parents? 

And once a person finds people they think are of a high 
enough caliber to work with... 


Next you want to: 

* Make sure every one of them are familiar with police 
interrogation techniques so they can spot the authorities 
lies should they be apprehended. 

* Make sur e th ey all are ready to go to jail for 5 to 10 years, 
if worse comes to worse. They should all be able to discuss 
what would be the hardest thing for them to cope with 
should that happen - i.e. supporting children or 
non-human family members, pressure from parents 
tocapitulate, fear of being beaten in jail or whatever. 

Those activists who are so “hard” that they say they could 
do it no problem - beware - people like this turn out to be 
all talk way too quickly. 

Finally... 

Even though it sounds strange, the cell should partake 
in some sort of ritual where everyone promises to each 
other to never talk to anyone about (friends, lovers, cops, 
etc) about what they’ve done. That it will never leave the 
confines of their cell. This sort of “blood siblings” type ritual 
might be the one thing that helps weaker people through 
a hard spot after an arrest. It is important they all know 
what’s expected from them if the shit should hit the fan.

1. Tell us about your demo, have you had a good reaction to it, and how did it come 
about? 

Most of the reaction to our demo has been good, I think everyone who has bought it 
is involved in the racial cause, which is something I find important, I don't really 
w ant people to listen to us because it pisses off their parents I want people to listen 
to us who believe in the same cause we do. 

2. Has the demo brought any interest from labels? 

Asgard Recordings has expressed interest in releasing a Blut Kampf 7” which we 
are currently working on. Also Strength Through Joy has expressed interest in 
having Blut Kampf on a compilation which will also feature Den and Hagai which 
are both excellent bands. It is very important to both of us to only work with labels 
who are promoting the racial struggle and not just interested in White Power bands 
because they are "Anti-PC", or "oh its sooo subversive". To us there is nothing 
shocking about our music or lyrics and we are living for the day when there will be 
nothing "wrong" with what we sing about. 

3. What bands are you listening to now? 

Some of the bands I am currently listening to as far as "Industrial" music are NON, 
Blood Axis, Radio Werewolf, Turbund Sturmwerk, whose CD I highly recommend, 
it is somewhat Neo-Classical in nature with the presentation heavily influenced by 
the works of Savitri Devi "Hitler's High Preistess". Some of the lesser known NS 
industrial bands I really recommend are Control Resistance, Genocide Organ, Von, 
and Dagda Mor. 

We also listen to quite a bit of White Power Skinhead music like Blue Eyed Devils, 
Rahowa, Bound for Glory, Intimidation One, The Final Solution, and of course 
Skrewdriver and Brutal Attack. I think all racial musicians regardless of the style of 
music they play really owe Ian Stuart for being the first performer to be openly Pro- 
White. I feel Ian Stuart’s example is something every white person should be 
inspired by. 

4. Do you have a good scene in Spokane? 

Not really, the Skinhead scene here was starting to get somewhat united, but it 
turned out one of the Skinheads here Sean Haines, was a paid FBI informant. After 
that everything kind of died down. There is an excellent WP zine in from 
Washington, Fenris Wolf which I recommend everyone read. 

5. Why do so many White kids want to listen to rap and act like Wiggers? 


I think its because most white kids today are brainwashed by the media, all they see 
on MTV are fucking Niggers so thats what they want to act like. I think once they 
turn their back on their race though they are lost and need to be dealt with as 
harshly as possible. If they realized they risked their life by acting like a Nigger then 
maybe they would think twice before they dressed like one or listened to rap. 

6. With so many different factions (even just on the West Coast) can unity be truly 
possible? 

I honestly don't know if the Racial movement will ever unite, or even if that is the 
best thing for the struggle at the present time. I really believe right now our goal 
should be to bring down the government. They are the ones pushing integration, 
and race mixing. It is rich whites in the government that sold out our people out to 
the jews, and as long as they are still in power we are helpless. A person is a fool to 
think they will let themselves be voted out of office. If elections were of any use they 
would be against the law. I believe in Leaderless Resistance. Timothy McVeigh and 
Joeseph Franklin acted alone and got more accomplished than any group of 
"Hollywood Nazis" marching down the street It doesnt take alot of people to be 
effective. It doesn't take twenty people to plant a bomb or carry out an effective 
assisination.

No one would have given it a second thought. But because I said Africa 
(or any non-white’s homeland) I am branded a bigot! This double standard 
driven by society at large's guilt has got to stop.

South African men convicted 
of killing American are set free 


Commission grants amnesty 
because crime was political, 
and men told the full truth

Cape Town, South Africa — 
Five years after American stu¬ 
dent Amy Biehl died at the 
hands of a mob, her killers 
walked free Tuesday after re¬ 
ceiving amnesty from the Truth 
and Reconciliation Commission. 

The commission, which is in¬ 
vestigating human rights abuses 
committed in the fight against 
white rule, said the crime was 
political and the four men had 
told the full truth — the two cri¬ 
teria needed for amnesty. 

The killing 
of the 
26-year-old 
student in 1993 
drew interna¬ 
tional atten¬ 
tion to South 
Africa's racial 
violence. 

Mongezi 
Manqina was 
among the 
men who 
stabbed Biehl to 
death in the Guguletu township 
outside Cape Town. He w^as in a 
crowd of people who attacked 
her car and chased her down- 
the street. 

Friends and relatives traveled 
to three separate prisons in the 
Cape Town area on Tuesday to 
greet the men who were re¬ 
leased. 

Walking out of Brandvlei pris¬ 
on in Worcester, 85 miles north¬ 
east of Cape Town, Manqina 
said he was happy to be free. 
His mother and other relatives 
hugged and kissed him. 

"We can't believe that he is 
out," said his mother, Evelyn 
Manqina. "As a mother I am 
very happy, but on the other 
side I am not happy. I feel the 
pain of Mrs. Biehl. I am not glad

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For a matter of months preceding the beginning of my trial on November 12,1997, 

I had been aware that my attorneys wanted to use a defense that would be based on 
supposed evidence of mental impairment. However, my attorneys had led me to 
believe that I would have a considerable measure of control over the defense strate¬ 
gy, hence I was under the impression that I would be able to limit the presentation of 
mental evidence to some items that at that time I thought might have some validity. 

The first weeks of the trial were devoted to selection of a jury, a process that told 
me little about the defense that m^ attorneys planned to use. But in late November I 
discovered that my attorneys had prepared a defense that would virtually portray me 
as insane, and that they were going to force this defense on me in spite of my bitter 
resistance to it. 

For the present I will not review in detail what happened between late November, 
1997 and January 22,1998. Suffice it to say that the judge in my case, Garland E. 
Burrell, decided that my attorneys had the legal right to force their defense on me 
over my objections; that it was too late for me to replace my attorneys with a certain 
distinguished attorney who had offered to represent me and had stated his intention 
to use a defense not based on any supposed mental illness; and that it was too late 
for me to demand the right to act as my own attorney. 

This put me in such a position that I had only one way left to prevent my attorneys 
from using false information to represent me to the world as insane: I agreed to 
plead guilty to the charges in exchange for withdrawal of the prosecution's request 
for the death penalty. I also had to give up all right to appeal, which leaves me with 
a virtual certainty of spending my life in prison. I am not afraid of the death penalty, 
and I agreed to this bargain only to end the trial and thus prevent my attorneys from 
representing me as insane. It should be noted that the defense my attorneys had 
planned could not have led to my release; it was only intended to save me from the 
death penalty. 

By concealing their intentions from me and discouraging me from finding another 
attorney before it was too late, my attorneys have done me very great harm: they 
! have forced me to sacrifice my right to an appeal that might have led to my release; 
they have already made public the opinions of supposed experts who portray me as 
crazy; and they have caused me to lose my opportunity to be represented by a distin¬ 
guished attorney who would have portrayed me in a very different light. 

Perhaps I ought to hate my attorneys for what they have done to me, but I do not. 
Their motives were in no way malicious. They are essentially conventional people 
who are blind to some of the implications of this case, and they acted as they did 
because they subscribe to certain professional principles that they believe left them 
no alternative. These principles may seem rigid and even ruthless to a non-lawyer, 
but there is no doubt that my attorneys believe in them sincerely. Moreover, on a 
personal level my attorneys have treated me with great generosity and have per¬ 
formed many kindnesses for me. (But these can never compensate for the harm they 
have done me through their handling of my case.) 

Recent events constitute a major defeat for me. But the end is not yet. More will 
be heard from me in the future.

Dan: Shit Motherfucker. 

Hunter: We are talking here with Dan. he was the drummer for the legendary 
NE band The Bruisers. Why don’t you tell us about The Bruisers a little bit. 

Dan: A brief history? 

Hunter: Yeah, a brief history. 

Dan: Well, they formed in '88. That’s why it's no coincidence that when you 
see ’88 next to The Bruisers logo it's for the year they started. I wasn't the 
original drummer. The original drummer was Roger Shosha. Singer-Al Barr, 
Bass-Scottie Davies, Guitar-Don Carmen but he only lasted a week or two. They 
got Jeff Morris from a hardcore band I was in along with Scottie. 

Hunter: I didn't know that. What was that band called? 

Dan: It was called NPD. 

Hunter: Which stands for? 

Dan: (laughs) Non Police Dictatorship and also a dig at the cops from our 
town. (Newbury Port Police Dept.) I never understood the name. It doesn't 
make sense to me but I went along with it at the time. I joined The Bruisers in 




'90 after Roger left to seek other musical opportunities. He wasn't into the oi 
sound anymore. NPD was broken up and I stayed until '97 or '98. 

Hunter: Why did you leave? It seems like The Bruisers were starting to get a 
lot of recognition outside of NE, a new cd out on Cyclone, etc. 

Dan: Well, yes and no. We finally got a US label interest, nothing major but we 
were done with Lost and Found in Germany. He fucked with us so long, and 
he's still fucking us, they just put out another fucking Bruisers cd. 

Hunter: That I'm sure you'll never see a penny of. 

Dan: Yeah, me and Al Barr were talking about flying over there just to visit 
him. 

Hunter: I'll make sure to send Lost and Found a copy of this. 

Dan: Oh yeah, ono cromag! Anyhow the last cd I was on was 'Still Standing 
Up" before we signed with Cyclone and they released "Molotov” and 
"Authorized". 

Hunter: Has Cyclone been good to the band? 

Dan: Yeah, we at least see something from him. "Auhtorized" sold out of 2500 
copies. 

Hunter: So, why did you leave The Bruisers, was it under good circumstances? 

Dan: Well basically because I was starting to become and old man for one. 
(Laughter) You know for the years I was in The Bruisers I was working shit 
jobs, so I could leave at any time for two months to go on tour. But usually, we 
paid to play. You know everybody offered us the world but when we got there 
it was more like $200. And when you're in NYC and there are five or six people 

in a van who need to eat.so I was getting tired of it. Not that it is bad to 

pay to play when you really love the music. And I did. It was just too much 
trying to build a house and doing tattooing full time, 

Hunter: Why don't you tell me about your tattooing. 

Dan: Well, I always wanted to get tattoos as a little kid. and after getting a few 
I got a basic jailhouse gun. I've covered most of those up nd I'm still working 
on them. 


Hunter: You've always drawn too? 



Dan: Yeah, I've always drawn and when I was getting into it, I was seeing what 
was happening with tattoos and thought I should try and get in together. 

Hunter: How long have you been at a shop for? 

Dan: About one year, I started about five years ago though. It wasn't easy to 
get into it with it being secretive and having to know people. Luckily I knew a 
few people and they helped me out. 

Hunter: How much better do you think you've gotten now that you tat on a 
daily basis? 

Dan: I think at least 100% better. It's like music the more you want it and the 
more you practice, the better you get. 

Hunter: So do you think that this is what you're going to continue to do? 

Dan: Yeah, I hope so, if I can keep from getting my hands chopped (Dan tried 
to take his hands off mowing the lawn the week before this interview took 
place.) 

Hunter: So if a good opportunity came along to join a good band, would you? 

Dan: Well, it would have to be the right situation. You know I think about 
playing everyday, locally or whatever but I don't put up with shit, no little 
fuckheads. 

Hunter: So no sixteen year old punk band, huh? 

Dan: No, after being in The Bruisers for eight years and another band for two, I 
just would know what I want. 

Hunter: Would it have to be a Ol/Streetpunk band? 

Dan: Well, probably yeah, something heavy because I can't play slow, I can't 
play the blues or anything cause I get too bored. I gotta play fast. 

Hunter: Dave Lombardo fast? 

Dan: Maybe not that fast, but. 

Hunter: Well what kind of music do you listen to now? 

Dan: I don't listen to much. 

Hunter: Shit, you got a million fucking cd's. 



Dan: I know but that don't mean I listen to them. I've been listening to older 
stuff cause nothing new has caught my attention. I'm either jaded or it's cause 
I see a lot of generic shit and not a lot of talent out there. 

Hunter: Yeah, I know that's right. 

Dan: I think a lot of real good bands never made it. 

Hunter: Well, who do you think some of those bands are? 

Dan: Well, you know I don't know why The Bruisers didn't get any bigger. I 
mean, we had a bad reputation and we were associated with trouble. 

Hunter: Yeah, but so were fag rock bands like Motley Crue. 

Dan: True, but they weren't bald, wearing boots and flights. 

Hunter: How do you think the 01/Skin scene is differnt now than it was in the 
late 80's-early 90's? 

Dan: Fuck, I don't know. I don't know any new people or bands. I know if you 
go to a Dropkick Murphy's show, it's all new faces, younger kids. 

Hunter: I know, but I think it's good that there is younger kids out there not 
wearing Tupac shirts. 

Dan: Yeah, shit motherfucker. 

Hunter: Yeah, Makevelli and rap sucks, did you see his autopsy picture? 

Dan: Yeah, it looked like him, his tattoos ans some big holes in him. 

Hunter: I think it was him. He was all fileted open and shit. 

Dan: That's what they do. 

Hunter: Filet-o-Tupac? 

Dan: What the fuck is that anyhow. It sounds like a Spanish word, Tupac. 
Hunter: So, what else have you been doing? 

Dan: Not much. Fixing my house, hurting myself, which has been happening a 
lot lately. Getting food poisoning from your girlfriend. 


Hunter: That's right, Bethany got you that fucked up Chicken Sandwich. 

Dan: I'd like to do some jammin', Scottie lives right down the street from me 
but I don't have my drums together so I haven't said anything yet. 

Hunter: How about what some of the other Bruisers are doing? 

Dan: Sure, well anybody who is reading this knows what Al Barr is doing. He's 
the new singer for the Droppants Murphys, that s just in jest we know, 
wouldn't want those guys coming after me. He's all over the place on tour, they 
are with Motorhead now, somewhere in Minnesota. 

Hunter: Fuck yeah, Lemmy kicks ass! 

Dan: Then all the summer festivals over in Europe. 

Hunter: It seems like in the last year the Murphys have taken off. Thier name 
is everywhere. 

Dan: I think they're good too. Al brought a lot to them. No disrespect but 
when their bass player sings it sounds just like Slapshot to me, but people 
now-a-days (young kids) don't know Slapshot and think it s brand spanking 
new. 

Hunter: Who's next? 

Dan: Well, Richie, I hear he's the same ole Richie, and umm, I really don't 
know what to say because we never really got along. But I hope he gets it 
together. Johnny Rio was in the Mike Ness solo band for a week or so but got a 
raw deal, but he's working other stuff out. Seally has gone awol for a year or so 
after leaving the band high and dry. He said he would be there and then 
changed his mind. Jeff Morris is doing that surfer rockabilly sound for a band 
called The Cadillac Hitmen. If you're into that sound they're really good, even 
if they never toured the southwest or robbed tequila factories. He's a great 
guitar player. I played with him for twelve years and he really came along, a lot 
more than me. He's a natural, where I had to work. The difference between 
Independence Day and Up In Flames is like two different people. I was always 
good at hardcore but to slow it down for OI was hard. 

Hunter: You wrote some songs, right? 

Dan: Well, I more contributed lyrics to Jeff and he would write a song to it. 
Most songs went through the guitar genius. Scottie Davies is in the bay area 
working on motorcycles. He doesn't even like it out there, but he gets to ride 
year round. He gives me a call about once a year or so. 


Hunter: How about giving us your take on what happened to Rick. 

Dan: I really don't know because I was on vacation. But from what I 
understand it may have been a diliberate overdose. It was quite a shock. I was 
in Pennsylvania and Al finally got in touch with me. Rick had disassociated 
himself from the band for a while after it seemed like his bad habits had taken 
over. He was trying to clean up his act when that shit went down, but we’ll 
never know. Also, there's Rubert Garco who played on Up In Flames, he's on 
the Cadillac Hitmen with "Jazzy" Jeff Morris. But he was more of a hired gun. 
Roger (original drummer) I see him around. I saw him at the last Bruisers show 
along with Richie who I actually got along with, which is rare....which was lucky 
for him. 

Hunter: Maybe a Bruiser reunion? 

Dan: Probably not, I'd rather work with a younger band that would listen to 
me. I've got a good ear and a lot of studio time and could help a band. There's 
really no clubs now anyhow. 

Hunter: Yeah, that really pisses me off. New kids today don’t understand The 
Pit. I'm all for knocking the shit out of people but the stupid fighting for no 
reason has got to stop. It's just different now. 

Dan: Yeah, shit motherfucker they all want to be players and gangsters looking 
to get a cheap shot in here and there.
